The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

There is no unifying technical feature between the inventions of Groups I and II. 

Group I is directed to tempered martensitic spring steel wire having the special technical 
feature of 40% reduction of area and 1 ,000 MPa or higher shear yield stress after being 
subjected to heat treatment for at least 2 hours at a temperature ranging from 420 to 
480°C, which is not shared by Group II. 

Group II is directed to a method of making spring steel wire characterized by the special 
technical feature comprising the steps of patenting, drawing, quenching and tempering, 
wherein patenting comprises austenitizing, and isothermal transformation at 600-750°C 
for 20 to 100 seconds, which is not shared by Group I.
